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This  school,  in  the  order  of  establishment  the  second  in  the 
State  System  of  Normal  Instruction,  has  been  in  successful  opera- 
tion seventeen  years.  Since  its  opening  nearly  3,000  students  have 
been  enrolled  in  the  Normal  Department,  and  its  graduates  number 
293.  The  year  just  closed  has  been  decidedly  the  most  prosperous 
in  its  history.  With  largely  increased  facilities  the  enrollment  of 
pupils  has  within  six  years  increased  from  169  to  6ra.  During  this 
time  the  faculty  has  been  enlarged,  a  fine  Library  purchased,  a 
Reading  Room  established,  a  water  supply  and  large  addition  to 
the  apparatus  provided  for  the  Laboratory,  eight  additional  rooms 
(previously  unused)  fitted  up  for  the  Practice  School ;  and  this  lat- 
ter department  thoroughly  reorganized,  and,  in  the  hands  of  ac- 
complished teachers,  made  one  of  the  most  efficient  in  the   country. 

THE  BUILDING. 
The  school  edifice,  built  of  brick  and  trimmed  with  stone,  is 
architecturally  tasteful,  well  arranged  in  its  interior,  and  neatly  fin- 
ished. New  furnaces  and  ventilating  apparatus  of  the  most  approved 
character  have  recently  been  placed  in  the  building,  and  it  is  now 
confidently  believed  that  in  comfort  and  healthfulness  the  conditions 
are  all  that  can  be  desired — such,  indeed,  as  can  be  found  in  few 
other  institutions  in  the  West. 

LOCATION. 

Mankato,  the  second  largest  city  in  Southern  Minnesota,  and 
having  a  population  of  over  eight  thousand,  is  pleasantly  situated  at 
the  great  bend  of  the  Minnesota  river,  at  the  northern  line  of  the 
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famed  Blue  Earth  county.  It  is  easily  accessible  from  all  quarters 
by  lines  ot  railway,  being  on  the  St.  Paul  &  Sioux  City,  the  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul,  and  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  roads. 
The  second  has  recently  extended  its  tracks  into  the  midst  of  the 
city,  and  erected  a  new  depot  but  a  few  minutes  walk  from  the 
school.  A  new  road,  the  Cannon  Valley,  will  soon  be  completed, 
having  already  reached  the  township  of  Mankato.  A  fifth  road, 
the  Austin,  Mankato  and  St.  Cloud,  is  in  process  of  construction  and 
will  probably  be  completed  within  a  year.  As  a  legitimate  result  of 
its  favorable  position  in  the  center  of  Southern  Minnesota,  with  lines 
of  railway  radiating  in  all  directions,  the  city  is  rapidly  growing  in 
population  and  wealth.  Among  the  evidences  of  this  are  the  numer- 
ous fine  business  blocks  and  elegant  residences  in  process  of  con- 
struction at  the  present  time,  the  wholesale  trade  rapidly  centering 
here,  the  new  manufacturing  enterprises,  the  street  railway,  etc. 
These  prove  Mankato  to  be  one  of  the  most  prosperous  and  promis- 
ing cities  in  the  State  and  justify  the  location  here  of  one  of  its  train- 
ing schools  for  teachers. 

The  school  building  stands  on  a  natural  terrace,  above  the 
main  portion  of  the  city,  and  commands  a  magnificent  view  up  and 
down  the  valley  for  many  miles.  In  lront,  and  about  a  mile  distant, 
the  lofty  and  wooded  bluffs  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  some- 
what resemble  the  Palisades  on  the  Hudson,  as  seen  from  the  east. 
The  site  of  the  city  as  well  as  the  entire  adjacent  country  was  orig- 
inally covered  with  a  heavy  growth  of  forest  trees  (hardwood),  and 
the  profusion  of  native  trees  still  remaining,  and  the  countless  bluffs, 
valleys  and  ravines  adjacent  to  the  city,  afford  some  of  the  most 
picturesque  scenery  to  be  found  in  the  West.  The  drainage  being 
perfect  and  no  stagnant  water  possible,  the  city  is  one  of  the  health- 
iest in  the  healthy  State  ot  Minnesota. 

OBJECTS  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

The  chief  purpose  of  the  school  is  special  instruction  in  the 
Science  and  Art  of  Teaching;  but,  as  in   nearly  all  other  Normal 
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schools  of  the  country,  a  thorough  system  of  academic  instruction 
is  at  once  the  basis,  and,  to  some  extent,  the  medium  of  professional 
instruction.  In  the  absence  of  preparatory  schools,  few  pupils 
come  with  sufficient  attainments  and  intellectual  discipline  to  qualify 
them  for  immediate  entrance  upon  a  purely  professional  course  of 
instruction. 

The  school  consists  of  two  departments— the  Normal  and  the 
Model  Department.     In  the 

NORMAL  DEPARTMENT 

there  are  two  courses  of  study — one  of  three  years,  called  the  Ele- 
mentary Course,  and  one  of  four  years,  known  as  the  Advanced 
Course.  Each  course  has  recently  been  lengthened  by  the  addi- 
tion of  one  year,  partly  in  order  to  remove  from  pupils  the  necessity 
of  over- working,  partly  to  secure  fuller  and  more  accurate  scholar- 
ship and  more  effective  professional  training.  The  three  years  of  the 
Elementary  Course  are  designated  respectively  by  the  letters  "C," 
"1>"  and  "A."  The  four  years  of  the  Advanced  Course  arC  desig- 
nated respectively  "C,"  "B,"  "Junior"  and  "Senior."  The  studn  s 
of  the  two  courses  are  identical  the  first  two  years,  as  will  be  seen 
on  inspection  of  the  full  schedule  of  the  courses  given  elstwhere. 

CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION. 
For  admission  to  the  "C"  class,  candidates  are  required  to  pass 
an  examination  in  Arithmetic  to  Percentage,  in  General  Geography 
and  the  Geography  of  the  United  States,  and  in  English  Grammar 
as  far  as  the  parsing  and  analysing  of  simple  sentences.  A  typical 
set  of  questions,  used  in  a  recent  examination,  is  elsewhere  given. 
Candidates  holding  second  grade  certificates  will  be  admitted  to  the 
"C"  class  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  Term  without  examination. 

Candidates  may  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  in  either 
course  after  successful  examination  in  the  studies  completed  by  the 
class,  or  on  evidence  of  diploma  or  certificate  from  an  approved 
school.  Students  will  not  be  admitted  to  any  class  for  less  than  a 
term  without  special  permission  of  the  President,  and  any  pupil  leav- 
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ing  school  before  tlu'  end  of  a  term    withatttl  permission    will  be   re- 
corded.as  leaving  dishonorably,  and  will  not  be  re-admitted. 

PROFESSIONAL  COURSE. 

Students  who  have  elsewhere  completed  the  required  academic 
work  of  either  regular  course  and  afford  evidence  of  this  by  diplo- 
mas or  certificates  from  approved  schools,  or  by  special  examination, 
will  be  admitted  to  the  Professional  Course.  To  such  the  diploma 
of  the  Elementary  or  the  Advanced  Course,  according  to  the  extent 
of  previous  preparation,  is  given  at  the  end  of  one  year. 

The  attention  of  graduates  of  High  Schools  and  other  higher 
institutions  of  learning  is  especially  called  to  the  advantages  of  this 
couise.  It  affords  superior  conditions  for  the  study  of  exclusively 
professional  subjects — the  History  of  Education,  Psychology  with 
special  reference  to  its  bearing  on  the  teacher's  work,  Methods  of 
Teaching,  School  Economy,  with  Observation  and  Teaching,  under 
intelligent  criticism,  in  the  Practice  School,  or  such  other  depart- 
ment as  the  best  interests  of  each  member  may  require. 

Besides  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  Professional  Course,  the 
high  school,  and  even  the  college  graduate,  who  purposes  to  teach  in 
the  State,  will  find  no  better  means  of  securing  desirable  positions 
than  by  testing  and  making  known  in  the  Normal  School  his  quali- 
fications therefor.  There  is  no  other  demand  the  management 
finds  so  difficult  to  meet  as  that  for  principals  and  first  assistants  in 
high  schools.  A  college  graduate  of  good  ability,  who  satisfactorily 
completes  the  Professional  Course,  can  be  assured  an  excellent  po- 
sition without  trouble  or  delay. 

PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  pupils  who  come  unprepared  to  enter 
the  "C"  class,  a  Preparatory  Class  is  organized  at  the  beginning  of 
each  school  year.  The  studies  of  this  class  cover  one  year,  and  are 
designed  to  be  a  thorough  preparation  for  the  "C"  class,  meeting 
the  needs  of  a  large  number  of  young  people  whose  educational  ad- 
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vantages  at  home  have  been  necessarily  limited.  Pupils  successfully 
completing  the  studies  of  this  course  are  admitted  to  class  "C,"  of 
the  Normal  Department,  without  further  examination.  A  tuition 
fee  of  four,  six  and  five  dollars  respectively  for  the  Fall,  Winter  and 
Spring  term  is  required  from  each  preparatory  pupil,  payable  strictly 
in  advance — one-half  at  the  beginning,  and  the  remainder  at  the 
middle  of  the  term. 

By  action  of  the  State  Normal  Board,  at  the  recent  annual 
meeting,  on  recommendation  of  the  president  of  the  school,  the 
Preparatory  Department  is  to  be  discontinued  within  two  years  and 
the  standard  of  admission  thereto  is  meantime  to  be  so  raised  as  to 
admit  only  about  one-half  as  many  candidates  as  have  been  admit- 
ted during  the  past  few  years.  The  interests  of  the  rapidly  growing 
Normal  Department  absolutely  require  this  restriction  and  early 
excision  of  the  Preparatory  Class.  Candidates  for  this  class  the 
coming  year  will  carefully  note  the  following  conditions  of  admis- 
sion : 

(i).  They  must  not  be  residents  of  a  city  or  village  where  a 
high  or  graded  schools  affords  means  of  preparation  for  the  "C" 
class. 

(2).  They  must  declare  that  it  is  their  honest  intention  to  en- 
ter the  Preparatory  Department  for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  them- 
selves for  the  "C"  class,  and  that  it  is  their  intention  to  enter  that 
class  as  soon  as  qualified,  for  the  purpose  of  fitting  themselves  to  be- 
come teachers. 

(3).  They  must  give  evidence,  by  a  written  and  oral  examina- 
tion, of  such  ability  and  attainments  as  will  make  probable  during 
the  year  their  full  preparation  and  worthiness  tor  the  Normal  De- 
partment. 

MODEL  SCHOOL, 

The  Model  School  consists  of  three  grades — Primary,  Interme- 
diate and  Grammar — and  is  designed  to  afford  to  Normal  students 
ample  opportunity  for  observation  and  practice.     The  plan   is  that 
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of  a  thoroughly  graded  and  classified  school,  with  a  course  of  study 
reaching  from  the  simplest  elements  of  school  knowledge  to  full 
preparation  for  the  Normal  Department.  Careful  attention  will  be 
given  to  the  conditions  that  promote  the  comfort,  health  and  moral 
development  of  the  children.  The  Tuition  is  twenty  cents  a  week 
in  the  Primary  and  Intermediate  grades,  and  thirty  cents  a  week  in 
the  Grammar  grade.  In  each  grade  all  needed  text-books  are  fur- 
nished free. 

CABINET  AND  APPARATUS. 

The  school  is  provided  with  good  sets  of  Philosophical  and 
Chemical  Apparatus,  Physiological  Charts  and  Models,  a  Geological 
and  Mineralogical  Collection,  and  a  fine  collection  of  mounted 
specimens  of  the  birds  and  quadrupeds  of  the  State.  These  afford 
excellent  material  for  illustrating  the  Natural  Sciences,  and  are  con- 
stantly available  for  use  by  the  teachers  in  both  the  Normal  and 
Model  Department. 

REFERENCE  AND  GENERAL  LIBRARY. 

An  addition  (to  the  previous  collection)  of  about  seven  hundred 
volumes  of  reference  books  and  works  of  standard  literature  has 
recently  been  made.  The  new  selections  have  been  made  with 
great  care  and  the  school  now  possesses  not  only  an  excellent 
reference  library,  but  a  good  number  of  the  best  works  in  all  de- 
partments of  English  Literature. 

READING  ROOM. 

A  valuable  addition  to  the  advantages  of  the  school  has  recently 
been  made  in  the  opening  of  a  Reading  Room,  supplied  with  much 
of  the  best  periodical  literature  of  this  country  and  England.  Never 
before  has  so  great  an  amount  of  the  world's  best  thought  been  di- 
rected to  this  channel  of  communication,  and  he  who  seeks  to  be  a 
teacher  must  not  be  ignorant  of  the  great  "Gulf  Stream"  of  contem- 
porary history  and  intellectual  activity  constantly  flowing  into  news- 
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papers,  magazines  and  reviews.  The  Reading  Room  is  neatly  car- 
peted and  furnished  with  chaiis,  settees,  a  long  central  table,  and 
the  walls  are  adorned  with  pictures.  The  room  is  one  of  the  most 
pleasant  in  the  building,  and  will  be  open  to  students  during  the 
term  at  all  hours,  so  far  as  consistent  with  their  other  duties.  The 
following  periodicals  are  now  regularly  received:

It  is  managed  exclusively  by  the  students, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  faculty,  and  affords  excellent  oppor- 
tunities for  practice  in  public  speaking  and  acquiring  familiarity 
with  the  proper  management  and  conduct  of  deliberative  assemblies. 

"DER    E1CHENLAUB    VEREIN" 

Alternates  its  meetings  with  the  Normal  Literary  Society,  and 
affords  excellent  opportunity  for  practice  to  pupils  of  German  ex- 
traction in  the  use  of  that  language.  Their  meetings  have  been 
very  profitable  to  all  concerned. 

Besides  the  above,  there  are  three 

CLASS    SOCIETIES, 

Meeting  every  Wednesday  afternoon,  chiefly  for  extemporaneous 
debate,  and  these  meetings  have  been,  during  the  past  year,  a  great 
benefit  to  a  large  number  of  pupils  less  qualified  for  active  mem- 
bership in  the  general  society,  or  unable,  by  reason  of  the  large 
enrollment  of  the  latter,  to  find  there  more  than  occasional  oppor- 
tunity for  participation  in  its  exercises. 

THE    ALUMNI    ASSOCIATION 

of  the  school,  an  organization  of  its  graduates,  has  been  in  successful 
existence  for  some  years.  The  next  annual  meeting  will  be  held  on 
the  afternoon  and  evening  of  August  nth,  1886.  The  officers  for 
the  present  year  are  :

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SIGNAL  SERVICE  STATION. 

The  school  has  been  for  the  past  two  years  a  United  States 
Signal  Station  and  is  supplied  with  a  fine  set  of  apparatus,  obtained 
from  the  Government  Bureau  at  Washington,  for  indicating  and 
recording  meteorological  changes.  This  affords  students  a  rare  op- 
portunity to  become  practically  acquainted  with  the  subject  of 
meteorology.  Observations  are  taken  and  recorded  three  times 
daily  and  a  weather  bulletin  is  prepared  and  posted  every  morning. 
The  War  Department  Weather  Map  is  received  daily  from  Wash- 
ington, and  the  reports  of  the  State  Bureau  regularly,    as  published. 

RELIGIOUS  INFLUENCES. 

Students  are  expected  to  be  present  at  the  opening  devotional 
exercises  of  each  morning,  and  to  attend,  on  the  Sabbath,  the  church 
of  their  choice.  The  various  churches  of  the  city  are  especially  cordial 
in  welcoming  them  to  their  services  and  Sunday  schools.  Besides 
this,  flourishing  branch  organizations  of  the  Young  Men's  and 
Young  Women's  Christian  Associations  exist  in  the  school.  These 
hold  weekly  afternoon  meetings  have  been  well  attended,  and  pro- 
ductive of  much  religious  interest  and  profit.  While  no  sectarian 
influence  is  found  or  allowed,  the  spirit  and  drift  of  the  school  are 
distinctively  towards  the  Christian  ideals  of  faith  and  conduct. 

EXPENSES. 

Tuition  is  free  to  all  students  admitted  into  any  of  the  classes 
of  the  Normal  Department,  provided  they  sign  a  pledge  to  teach 
two  years  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State,  and  to  report  semi-an- 
nually to  the  President  until  the  pledge  is  fulfilled.  Persons  not 
willing  so  to  pledge  themselves  will  be  received  into  the  above  classes 
on  the  payment  of  tuition  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  week  for  the 
term,  payable  strictly  in  advance,  one-half  at  the  beginning  and  the 
other  at  the  middle  of  the  term.  The  tuition  fees  in  the  Preparatory 
Class  and  in  the  Model  School  have  already  been  given. 

The  price  of  board,  including  furnished  room,  lights  and  fuel, 
is  from  $2.50  to  $3.00  per  week.     Those  desiring    to   board    them- 
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selves  can  obtain  rooms  at  very  reasonable  rates,  and  the  expenses 
of  such  probably  would  not  exceed  $1.50  per  week.  This  mode  of 
economizing,  however,  cannot  be  recommended,  as  experience  has 
generally  shown  it  to  be  conducive  neither  to  health  nor  to  scholar- 
ship. By  boarding  in  clubs  expenses  may  be  reduced  to  two  dollars 
per  week,  and  this  plan  is  recommended  to  those  who  find  the  price 
of  ordinary  board  beyond  their  means.  A  special  effort  is  made  at 
the  opening  of  each  school  year  to  aid  students  in  the  formation  of 
boarding  clubs.  New  students  on  arriving  in  the  city  should  come 
directly  to  the  office  of  the  President,  where  they  will  be  furnished 
with  a  list  of  boarding  houses,  rooms  and  club  organizations,  from 
which  they  can  make  selections. 

All  enrolled  students  can  obtain  reduced  fare  on  the  three  rail- 
roads entering  Mankato,  at  the  close  and  beginning  of  terms,  by  ob- 
taining from  the  President  a  proper  certificate  of  attendance.  This 
is  issued  at  the  close  of  the  term,  and  is  of  value  only  then  and  at 
the  beginning  of  the  next  term.  Neither  new  nor  old  students  can 
obtain  the  reduced  fare  coming  to  Mankato,  through  certificates  to 
be  honored  at  their  own  stations.  Let  no  one  solicit  a  certificate  for 
that  purpose.  Reduced  rates  can  only  be  secured  in  Mankato,  and 
by  those  who  are  actually  in  attendance;  but  by  obtaining  a  round 
trip  ticket  at  these  rates,  at  the  close  of  the  term,  the  return  portion 
is  good  at  the  beginning  of  the  next,  even  alter  the  long  summer 
vacation.  In  no  other  way  can  the  school  aid  in  securing  special 
rates  for  those  who  are  coming  to  Mankato.  The  reduction  is  in 
all  cases  40  per  cent,  from  full  rates. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  State  Normal 
Board,  all  necessary  text-books  can  be  rented  from  the  school.  The 
fee  is  $1.00  per  term,  which  also  insures  the  privileges  of  the  refer- 
ence and  miscellaneous  library.  Books  from  the  latter  are  loaned  to 
pupils  for  two  weeks.  Students  are  advised  to  bring  for  purposes  of 
reference  such  text-books  as  they  may  happen  to  have.  Those  who 
prefer  to  purchase  the  text-books  used  can  obtain  them  at  the  school' 
at  the  lowest  wholesale  cost  prices. 
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DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  of  the  school  is  such  as  befits  an  institution  for 
the  training  of  teachers.  While  it  is  thorough  it  is  based  upon  but 
few  rules,  and  those  only  which  must  commend  themselves  to  the 
judgment  of  all  good  students.  Self-control,  as  the  essential  prepara- 
tion for  controlling  others,  and  orderly,  quiet,  studious  habits,  for  in- 
dividual and  the  common  benefit,  are  asked  from  all.  Those  who 
are  indisposed  to  respect  its  regulations  are  not  desired  in  the  school. 
It  is  not  a  reformatory  institution,  and  is  not  dependent  upon  tuition 
fees  or  personal  favor  for  its  support.  The  pupil  whose  conduct  is  a 
source  of  persistent  annoyance  and  disorder  will  be  promptly  dis- 
missed. 

TO     SUPERINTENDENTS    AND      OTHER     SCHOOL 

OFFICERS. 

School  officers  are  expected  to  feel  a  special  interest  in  the 
State  Normal  School.  They  can  materially  aid  the  cause  of  public 
education  by  sending  thereto,  through  suggestion,  encouragement 
or  information,  such  young  people  as  they  believe  particularly  quali- 
fied by  nature  for  the  work  of  teaching.  Direct  to  the  school  only 
those  who  have  sound  health  and  good  mental  endowments. 

In  turn,  the  school  is  fully  aware  of  its  duty  to  school  officers, 
and  will  endeavor  to  perform  it  to  the  extent  of  its  ability.  The 
President  will  cheerfully  aid,  as  far  as  practicable,  Superintendents 
and  other  officers  in  securing  good  teachers,  whether  graduates  of 
this  or  of  other  schools.

In  Language  the  requirements  may  be  thus  formulated  :  The  abil- 
ity to  spell  and  capitalize  with  general  correctness ;  to  recognize
